Clerk for 32 Years, Retires

The familiar, ‘smiling face of Mrs. Minnie M. Teague |
no longer looks at you from behind the service windows’
in the Torrance Post Office. She retired on May 31, after
working with the local postal unit for 32 years, nine months
and 11 days. Before leaving, her fellow workers presented

watch ‘as a memento of her,
long years of consecutive serv-
ice.

In recalling how she came to
work at the local postal sta-
tion, Mrs. Teague vividly re-
members it was during the
oil boom about 1923 or '24. Oil
workers were then earning $2
per hour and it was difficult to
get anyone to work for 55 or
60 cents an hour which was
the regular pay in those days.
Mrs. Teague was one of those
who did go to work for the
smaller wage. The office was
then located in a store near
the Pacific Electric station ‘on
El Prado. The late Alfred
Gourdier, was in charge. Later
the office moved to where the
Probert Drug Store now stands
and about 10 years later, mov:
ed into the new building at its
present address.

During: her employment at
the local bffice, she has worked
-at about. every job in the fis
nancial division which includes
the money..order, stamp and
package windows. She enjoyed
the postal work.and the only
part she didn't like was regis-
tered , letters. Somehow, she
had a dislike for this phase of
the postal work. Along with
many of the other workers she
associated with during her
long . period of employment,
Mrs. Teagué considers R. J.

ter, to be one of the most in-
telligent and capable workers
with whom she has had the
pleasure of working.
